Peninsula beach will not require the 
expensive breakwater planned for the 
previous site to keep sand from wash- 
ing away. Also, it won’t require 
rip-rap, sheet piling, or a boardwalk. 
What it does need, Clifton said, is 
dredging to clear away debris, a bath 
house/concession, utilities, and beach 
construction. The last means establish- 
ing sand two feet deep on the beach 


with the sand goigg out under the 
water. : 

Storm sewer outlets, one at Main 
Street and'the other near Maple, will 
have to be extended so as not to inter- 
fere with swimming safety. Above each 
pipe, Clifton said, a floating dock 
would be anchored, outlining the swim- 
ming area. 

The outlet for the sanitary treatment 


plant, located at the beach, would be: 
extended to 300 feet into the lake. 

Where would the $50,000 city share 
come from? With the matching funds 
not expected until! next year, if the 
proposal is approved for a grant, the 
commission appeared willing to work 
on trying to find an extra $50,000 for 
the city’s share of the project. 


Rec commission asks 27 _ - 
changes for veterans park 


A complete review of the master plan 
for Veterans’ Memorial Park has 
resulted in 27 recommendations by the 
Boyne City Parks and Recreation Com- 
mission, 

Commission member Don Lockman 
said, ‘We felt the way the plan stood 
before, it wasn’t what the people of 
Boyne City wanted.’’ 

The city-wide masterplan, designed 
by Johnson, Johnson, and Roy has not 
yet been fully implemented. Many of 
the changes proposed by the sub- 
committee actually preserve and en- 
hance the park’s present features. 

Committee members presented their 
plan to the Parks Commission on 
February 17 after a study begun in 
November 1982. 

Committee members were: Don 
Lockman, Steve Ryder, Bob Dunette, 
Cebe Gillespie, Sue Matison, Steve 
Moody, Dale Parsons, and Kate 
Schafer as alternate. 

Their suggest masterplan revisions 
follow. :

Supporters for flight station 
start millage drive 


Supporters in the drive to bring a 
Flight Service Station to Charlevoix 
County held their first public meeting 
last Friday morning at the County 
Building in Charlevoix. 

The drive, which is asking the voters 
of the county to approve a bond 
proposal for $750,000 in a special 
election to be held April 7, is to provide 
up to .5 mills for four or five years. 

The supporters want the Flight 
Service Station to be located in Charle- 
voix county on land that has been set 
aside at the Charlevoix City Airport. 

’ According to ad hoc committeeman 
Alvin Ranger, Congressman Bob Davis 
has worked for having the center 
located in his district in northern 
Michigan, but could not show a prefer- 
ence for any one county in the district. 

Counties besides Charlevoix have 
arranged for an election, similar to the 
one the county commission has called 
here, as added eficouragement to the 
FAA in making its choice. 

It is felt that for Charlevoix County to 
get the facility, it would have to 

. provide the same or a better offer in 
order to be selected by the FAA as the 
site for the FSS station. 

Ranger said the FAA has a list of 
qualifications, and besides a satisfac- 
tory building, one of them is attractive 
living environment for the SO to 80 
trained employees it will bring in, to the 
very technical operation of the station. 
He said. geographical location is not 
important for the actual operation of 
the weather information service. Thus, 
Charlevoix ranks high on ettraction and

Meeting slated in East 
Jordan on flight station 


People with questions and opinions 
on the federal government’s proposed 
weather information center will have 
their opportunity at a meeting called by 
the East Jordan Chamber of Commerce 
Monday, March 21 at 7:30 p.m. 

To be held at the Civic Center, the 
meeting is to provide information to 
county residents before the April 7 
election, when residents will be voting 
on a half mill tax addition to pay for a 
$750,000 flight station building if the 
federal government decides to locate 
the station near the Charlevoix city 
airport. 

The important word is ‘‘if,’’ because 
the haif mifl will not be collected if the 


Federal Aviation Administration choos- 
es to locate the station in one of the 
other 13 counties competing for the 
bid. 

East Jordan county commissioner 
Tom Breakey said that although he had 
a few misgivings, one being use of tax 
funds for promotion of the proposal, he 
nevertheless “was not against the 
project.”’ 

What would happen if residents vote 
down the ‘‘if-millage’’? Then, accord- 
ing to Charlevoix city manager Robert 
Hunt, the county would probably lose 
out, because the reluctance of the 
taxpayers would be seen as lack of 
support for the installation. 


East Jordan airport 
needs tree cutters

Of the fourteen bidders known, only 
three are located in the downstate area. 
A few of the larger airports have 
declined to bid on the station as they 
‘‘don’t have that kind of money that we 
can expend on a project as small as this 
with no guarantee of return.’’ 

The $750,000 estimate for the cost of 
the building would be covered by the 
sale of bonds, which would be repaid 
out of the additional one-half - mill. 
County planner Larry Sullivan said the 
half-mill would cost about $5 or $6 a 
year for the average homeowner, and 
the bonding would take about five 
years to pay off. Sullivan said also that 
the cost of the building could run quite 
a bit less than the estimate. And 
Sullivan had this reminder for the 
county: communities have wanted to 
bring in clean, quiet industries. Cer- 
tainly, he said, this one would qualify. 

The main objection raised to the 
proposal is that the city of Charlevoix 
would benefit the most, and the rest of 
the area would simply be contributing 
tax money to that advantage. But 
Charlevoix city manager Robert Hunt 
said the city lacks housing for the 
possible 50 or so families. Besides, he 
pointed out, people live in Boyne Falls 
and elsewhere and work in'Charlevoix. 

The return, according to Sullivan, 
would be the $1.5 million annual 
payroll that the station employees 


“would spend, which would, Sullivan 


said, multiply by seven as the money 
would pass from one service or busi- 
ness to another. . 

And further, according to Ranger, 
the Charlevoix Development Corpora- 
tion, a group of private individuals, 
may offer assistance in the funding 
process which would somewhat reduce 
the county’s indebtedness.

Boyne offers abatement 
to electric cooperative 


The Boyne City commission Tuesday 
added further encouragement to Wol- 
vérine Power Supply to stay in Boyne 
City. The commissioners approved a 
letter to Raymond Cristell, manager, 
offering a 50 percent tax abatement for 
12 years to the company on the 
addition they would find it necessary to 
build on their present headquarters, if 
they were to continue to use the former 
Northern Michigan Electric Coopera- 
tive building. The Economic Develop- 
ment Corporation is meeting Wednes- 
day with Wolverine officials on the 
question of possible relocation, 

The letter is in addition to previous 
communications, expressing interest in 
having the company stay in the city. 

At the commission’s noon meeting, 
Richard May, president of Boyne City’s 
EDC, said two other cities are also 
vying to have the headquarters, and he 
has heard that one, at least, has 
offered a similar tax abatement. He 
said further, ‘‘It is my recommendation 
that. the city give them the tax 


abatement.” 

“If they stay here,’’ he said, “they 
will build a 1,500 square foot addition, 
costing up to $150,000.”’ 

The tax abatement would be on the 
addition only. The Industrial Facilities 
Exemption Certificate does not permit 
the present building to be included 
since it was completed a number of 
years ago. Exemption certificates are 
authorized by the state. 

As. city manager Tim Clifton pointed 
out, tax abatements and other kinds of 
considerations are offered in these 
times, where in other times, because of 
better economic conditions, cities were 
not hunting for business and industry. 
to improve tax bases and employment 
problems. : 

At present Wolverine employs about 
16 people locally, who would be subject 
to transfer if the company headquarters 
were to be moved. 

The company is a result of a merger 
between Northern Michigan Electric: 
and Wolverine power cooperatives.

Merwin named 
honorary 
Indian brave 


If you say, ‘‘Hello, Ah-Ki’-Au-Nih-- 
Neh’’ to Bill Merwin, you might get 
him to turn around, but his Indian 
name is still kind of new. 

Mayor Merwin was honored at the 
March 1 meeting of the East Jordan 
city council when he was given his 
indian name and welcomed as an 
honorary tribal member. 

Pat Muma, chairman of the Powwow 
Committee, tied the armband of the 
Indian brave on the mayor’s right arm, 
as councilwoman Gigi Antoine pro- 
nounced Merwin’s Anishinabe name, 
Ah-Ki’-Au-Nih-Neh, which means 
earth man. 

Merwin responded by saying, “‘It is 
truly an honor... I can see myself as 
earth man because I’m down to earth.”’ 

The council determined that the 
second annual Day of the Eagle, a 
gathering of Indians from Northern 
Michigan, would be held at the Tourist 
Park. The dates are May 28 and 29, 

Antoine said the request for the park 
was sponsored by the East Jordan 
Chamber of Commerce in conjunction 
with the East Jordan Elementary 
School Anishinabe Education, Title 
IV-A. 

Last year’s powwow was heid at the 
high school hockey field. Held by 
Indians for Indians, it featured speak- 
ers, drumming, Indian dancing and a 
banquet of Indian cooking. 

Antoine teaches Indian culture to 
children of Indian blood under the Title 
IV program. Classes are once a week at 
the elementary school. 

The powwow is an outgrowth of this 
activity, and Antoine plans to have the 
students participating in the construc- 
tion of temporary lodges and a large 
teepee for the Day of the Eagle. 

“In the years to come,’’ she said, 
“‘we hope not just to have the Day of 
the Eagle this time of year, but an 
Ethnic Culture Day for all nation- 
alities.’’

Smith said, ‘‘The centerline and the 
right-of-ways on either side have been 
staked, if anyone wants to walk it.’ He 
commented, ‘‘It’s a nice, gradual 
elevation for the roadbed."’ The terrain 
on either side varies higher or lower 
than the new street bed. 

The Harborage is paying for the con- 
struction of the new stretch of road, 
which will eventually include the wes- 
tern 650 feet.

salary. 
“The first funds we 
raise will go toward 


necessary office expenses 
and establishing our 
training program for vol- 


unteers,’’ the new direc- 


tor pointed out during a 
recent interview. 

Since moving to Boyne 
City in 1978, Mrs. Smith 
has served as a discus- 
sion Jeader for the ‘‘Cop- 
ing?’’ group. ‘‘Coping?”’ 
is a discussion group or- 
ganized for people with a 
life threatening disease. 

She also serves on the 
Boyne City Board of Re- 
view, and was president 
of the Boyne City Library 
Advisory Board from 
1979 to 1980. She was a 
co-founder and member 
of the governing board of 
the Boyne Valley Natural 
Foods Cooperative and 
Superintendent of Youth 
Education for the Univer- 
sal Center of Awareness 
Cor., of Vacaville, Cal. 

A Chicago area native, 


Tom Hanna, Manager 
of Top QO’ Michigan in 
Boyne City, said students 
will be selected on the 
basis of their interest in 
cooperatives, their com- 
mitment to rural life, and 
their leadership potential.

She received 
certification as a hospice 
volunteer after 22 hours 
of classes through the 
Hospice of Alpena, and 
has attended innumer- 
able workshops and study 
sessions sponsored by the 
Michigan Hospice Organ- 
ization and the Michigan 
League for Nursing. She 
received an Associate’s 
Degree from Solano Com- 
munity College in Suisun,

One of her first objec- 
tives as Director of Char- 
levoix County Hospice 
will be assisting the ot- 
ganization obtain its tax 
exempt status so that it 
may begin raising funds 
and training volunteers. 

As Hospice Director, 
Mrs, Smith says she con- 
siders herself an ‘‘advo- 
cate for terminally ill 
patients.” 

She explained that the 


Charlevoix County Hos- 
pice program will serve 
such patients. and their 


families through home- 


based programs. The pri- 
marty purpose of the or- 


- ganization will be to en- 


able the terminally ill to 
receive care in their 
homes, while stressing 
the quality of life. 

The Hospice Director 
said the core of Hospice 
is the volunteers who will 
be trained to assist the 
families, with daily rou- 
tines, in order to mini- 
mize the family’s bur- 
dens. Two groups of vol- 
unteers will be part of 
Charlevoix County’s Hos- 
pice. One will consist of 
lay volunteers who per- 
form ‘‘good neighbor’ 
type activities. The other 
will include professional 
volunteers from such 
agencies as counseling, 
mental health, social ser- 
vices, law offices, insur- 
ance companies and the 
like. The professional vol- 
unteers will form an in- 
terdisciptinary team dir- 
ectly overseeing each in- 
dividual’s care. 

All volunteers will re- 
ceive up to 22 hours of 
training, Mrs. Smith ex- 
plained. This training will 
focus on dealing with 
death and dying and the 
arts of communication 
and listening. 

The director pointed 
out that the Hospice con- 
cept is world-wide. It is a 
concept of ‘‘alternative 
care for the terminally ill, 
which maximizes the 
quality of life, when the 
quantity of life cannot be 
extended,’’ she said quo- 
ting Dr. Josefina B. Man- 
go, former executive 
director of the National 
Hospice organization. 

Charlevoix County 
Hospice hopes to begin 
bringing its services to 
the homes of the ter- 
minally ill by this sum- 
mer.
